HEREAS, it is of the greateft Importance to the Community at large, 
, aswell as to Individuals, that the Precepts of Chriftianily, and Rules 
of Mopakity, be publicly and fatedly inculcated on the Minds of she Fubabitahts. 


Therefore, 


B E it dnuBed, and it is bereby enacted, by the Reprelentatives of the Fros: 

en of the State of Vermont, in General Affembly met, and by the 
Authority of the fame, That whenever any Town or Parith Mall think 
themftlvgs fufficiently able to build a Meetiūg-Houfė, or fetilé a. Miniter, ' 
it fhall be the Duty of the Town or Parifh Clerk, on Application of feven 
Freeholders of fuch Town or Parifh, to warn a Town or Society-Meeting, 
mentioning the Time, Place, and Matter to be debated; giving twelve 
Days Nouce, by pofting the fame at the moft public Place or Places in 
faid Town or Parifh: And that two Thirds of the Inhabitants of fuch’ 
Towa or Parifh, who fhall meet agreeable to fuch Warrant, bein legal 
Voteis, and of fimilar Sentsments with Refpečt to the Mode of Worthip,- 
Shall be hereby authorifed to appoint a Place or Places for she public Wor- 
fhip of GOD, and fix‘on a Place or Places-for building 2 Houle or Hou- 
fes tor fuch Worfhip, and vote a Tax or Taxes fufficient to defray the Ex. 
fence of fuch Building or Buildings; and alfo to hire, or echerwife ¿pres 
with, a Minifter or Minifters to preach in fuch Fown or Parifh, either to 
fupply fuch Town or Parifh with Preaching, or gn Probation for Sette. 
ment; and further to vote fach Minifter or Minifters fuch Settlement’ or 
Settlements, in Money or otherwife, as to them fha]l feem equal; and to 
vote fuch Minifter or Minifters fuch annual Sppport, in Money or other. 
wife, (to be agreed on between fych Munifter or Minifters aid People) as 
Shall be found neceffary ; to be aff fled an the Polls and rateable Eftates 
of Ferfans tiving, or Eftates lying, within the Limits of (uch Town or 
Parilh. 

Provided, No Perfon Mali be obliged to pay fuch Tax or Taxes, or any 
Part thereof, or his BAate taken therefor, who fhajl be hereafter defgribed 
andéxempted by chis AR. . 

Provided alfo, That no Vote (hall be deemed legal and binding on fych 
Inhabitants as are not by Law exempted as aforéfajd, unlelt there (hall 
be'cwenty-five legal Voters in the Affirmative, > 
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And if the Inhabitants of any Town or Parifh fhall agree to build a 
Meeting-Houle or‘Houfes agreeable to the Tenor of this Ad, but fhall 
ndt agree on. the Place or Places to build the fame; in that Cale it (hall be 
the Duty of the County Court, at their Sifons within the County where 
fush Difficulty may arife, at the Requeft of not lefs than feven Members, 
Inhabitanis of fuch Town ot Parifh, to appoint an indifferent Committee, 
at the Difcretion of the Court, and Colt of fuch Town or Parih, to view 
attentively fuch Town or Parifh, and find out the molt convenient Place 
or Places for Such Elou'e or Houfes, and there fet up a Stake or Stekés, 
and acquaint the Clerk of fuch Town or Parifh therewith, who (hall make 
a Record thereof : And fuch Committee fhall report their Doings to the 
Court that appoin'ed them; which Court (hall examine (aid Report, and 
if ‘found to be juft and equal, fhall eftabl.th the fame, 

AND whereas, there are in many Towns and Parifhes within this State, 
„Men of different Sentiments in religious Duties, who lead peaceable and moral 

Lites, the Rights of whofe Confcience this AG is not to control: And like- 

wife fome, perbaps, who pretend to differ from the Majority with a Defign 

only to efcape Taxation : Theretore, 

Be it enatied by the Authority aforefaid, That every Perfon or Perfons, 
bejpg of adult Age, fhall be confidered as being of Opinion with the ma- 
jor Part of the Inhabitants within fuch Town or Parifh where he, fhe, or 
they, fhall dwell, until he, the, or they, Mall bring a Certificate, figned 
by fome Minilter of the Gofpel, Deacon, or Elder, or the Moderator in 
the Church or Congregation to which he, fhe, or they, pretend to belgug, 
being of a different Perfuafion; which Certificate fhall fet forth the Pa: ty 
to be of their Perluafien ; And until fuch Certificate thall be fhewn totte 
Clerk of fuch Town or Parifh, (who fhall record the fame) fuch Party fhall 
be fubjeét to pay all luch Charges, wich the major Part, as by Law fhall 
be aff. Mud om his, her, or their Polls or rateable Eftare, 

Provided, This AQ (hall not be conftrued to extend to the Collrétion of 
Taxes for the Purpoles herein named, from any Perfons, or Defcripiion 
ot Perfons, who, before the Publication of this Ad, fhall have confede- 
rated together to*{Spport the Gofpel, unul fuch Confederation fhal) be d. 
folved, “or fuch Perlons, or Deteription of Perfons, fhall apply to the 
General Affembly to be incorporated into a Town or Parth, or Tewas or 
Parifhes, and receive che firál Determination of faid Affzably. 

Provided alfo, That fuch Application Mall be made in one Year from
